The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in 
combination with other limitations of the claims, the cited prior arts fail to teach an 
insulative adhesive provided at one of the openings of the electrodes of the dielectric 
resonator for joining the dielectric resonator to the circuit substrate such that the 
electrode of the dielectric resonator facing the ground electrode of the circuit substrate 
is electrically insulated from the ground electrode of the circuit substrate, as required by 
amended claims 1 and 6.
